DESCRIPTION OF THE TOWN AND 


ITS 
DEFENSES, 


DISPATCHES. 


Tho Natural Cararna of tho "Rock" and 


Its System of Tunneled Galleries— Tho 
Finest Gurrlion Jn tho TFo-rli]— Noted 


There is no port on tho European station 


bailed with more delight by the crow of an 
American man of war than is Gibraltar. Let 
100 tars go over thosidocn liberty with o 
month's pay in tlieir monk bags and dopor.d 
on it tljo Scotch Highlanders will soon 
sinning "Yankee Doodlo" to tho tune art, liy 
tbo jj'licsst crowd of tars that ever step 
n.shoro. 


Though Gibraltar has not been tubjoctorl 


to tbo attacks of war vessels of tbo present 
day, still it has withstood a siege belore 
which no other fortress in thn world conlil 
h.'ivi; liokl out. Sincothat famous Riogo of 
tli" las! century everything bas been dono tn 
iiiu!*u tlio place, bumanly Speaking, impreg- 
nable, 


Tho "rock" itself is not moro tlmn seven 


mile* in drciimferctico, aufl its »lavation 
abovo tfiti sou, at tho highest point, does not 
cxcevil 1,400 feet. Tbo town is situated on 
tbo ivustorn slope, for on all other sirltn the 
tiscont, is very precipitous. 
Thu IsLhclur, 


which connects Gibraltar with thu mainland 
is u little more than a mile wide, ami it is un 
this isthmus that the famous neutral ground 
i; :ii:irl;nj o<t by tho two paraHGl rows of 
K:i~lii!i und Spanish sentry boxes. Apart 
from tho position of tbo ''rock, " it is greatly 
s'.ruii^'.licrnMl by tho presence of reinarkablf 
mLr.ii'nl caverns with which it is perforated. 
Them Kivonis am nil difficult of access. TLo 
largest, St. Michael's, lias a bull bun; "ich 
stitlnfjtitL's reaching from rooC to lloor. Its 
OLtrun,:u Ls 1,000 I'twt ubovo tbo level of tbo 
Kf.i, mid it is cunnected witb other caverns 
boMpath it oC uii!:uovvn dopth. No doubt the 
pivst'in:n nf tlioi;ii r.Httira! caverns suggested 
tin- idea to tno British of excavating and t'Jii- 
neli::g tljo "rock." 


UAI.C.EI1IK5 /.Nil "FLATS." 


A sysLrni of galleries has been cut ftichig 


tho hiii-bor and noutnil ground at uu enor- 
mous expense. Much of this \vork was car- 
ried on by prisoners, At intervals of twelve 
y;irds ^crt.* have been ent for guns, and some 
ot l.lio ordnance mounted is of very heavy 
ea'.ibor. Tbe galleries are tunneled in tiers, 
nnd several cxtond to a dis:ntico of fcwo or 
three miles, Iiciug wide enough Lo admit of 
the ox carls of tho fort. On tbo western slopo 
tbiNM are m:uiy lovol spots, but thci "bits" of 
Gibraltar ure r.oar the top of the "rocl:." It 
is hero that tho infantry is drilled and exor- 
cised. Tho garrison consists of nearly 0,000 
inc-n, nr.d it has always been tho custom lit 
the "Tlorso guards," in London, to send out a 
great many Highlanders to Gibraltar, though 
the}* do not compose tha whole force. This 
garrison is ouo of the hardest drilled in tho 
British service-, and tho men uro usually tho 
pick of tho army. Tho fooling of prido will 
allow only the flower of tho British troops to 
hold Gibraltar. Report has it that Gen. 
Grant considered this garrison tbo Quest body 
oC men of any bo saw during his tour "around 
tho world." 


There are a groat number of Moors and 


Jews hero besides tho English, and not a few 
Spaniards. 
All foreigners visiting Uio town 


are required to take out a permis do uejour, 
and must find bondsmou to go socurity for 
their good behavior during tho ton, Of teen or 
twenty days for which tho permit is made 
out. However, this may bo renewed after 
tho expiration of tbo time limit. Tho au- 
thorities prevent as much us possible any ac- 
quisition m tho way of new residents. This 
is to the town only. Inside tho limits of tho 
barracks no strangers are admitted after 
nightfcll. 
Tho officers, however, may intro- 


duces a friend for a period of a month, but 
uro held in strict account for all his actions. 
Justice is administered according to tho laws 
of England, but thero is a prevailing spirit of 
tho military court martial in all the proceed- 
ngs of the court 
Tho air militab-o is incul- 


cated in all pertaining to tho "rock," and is 
more than an apparent seeming. 


TniC WATErt SUPPLY. 


Tho majority of tbo houses in tho town are 


built with flat tops, which enabb tho inhabi- 
tants to secure a considerable amount of 
rain water. 
Tanks arc built under tho 


buildings'and aro flttod with drains leading 
froni the roofs, It is tho water supply which 
hns nlvrays provod of vital importance to 
Gibraltar, but tbo authorities have llnu'ly 
mastered tho question, and tho "rock'1 in now 
well provided witb good water. Two iargf 
tanks, or.o containing 9.000 and tho ether 
!1,000 gallons, are kept constantly full ivitb 
which to supply naval vessels. 


Gibraltar stands to-day tho l:oy to tho 


Mediterranean, nnd Is tho center of that lino 
nf fortresses which connect Groat Britain 
with thoso enormous Celeb of wealth in tho 
East Indies. Tho atragetio importance of tho 
position was observed by the Saracens as far 
buck us Til A. D., and under a leader named 
Lori!; ton Loyod landed and fortified the 
jilacu In that year. During o period of 700 
yc;trs from its first acquisition by the Sara- 
Lvn? Gibraltar was bold cither by Moors or 
Hurncen^, and was a constant causo of war 
between these two races. In MG2 n Spanish 
fcrco under tho Duke of Medina Sidonin 
wrested the fortress from tho Moors, and si, 
strengthened it as to Ixi considered impregna- 
ble, But in 170-1 tbo combined English tun! 
Dutch licet, under Sir George Ilooit and the 
Pi-ince of I-Iosso-Darmstadt, took tho "roel;1 


from tho Spaniards und held it until 1?i:t, 
when it was confirmed to Great Brifctin by 
Hie treaty of Utrecht. The Spaniards would 
rot let Gibraltar go without another struggle, 
nnd attached tho garrison in 1727; but a ces- 
sation of hostilities soon came about on tht- 
signing of preliminaries of pcaco betvrcvn 
Spain find .England. 


The noted siege, which lasted from 1773 to 


JT&i, marks one of tho greatest annals in 
Hritish military history.and never diil troops 
win greater renown than tho famous garrison 
that bcld Gibraltar agaicst tho combine,! 
forces of Francs and Spain. 
All the imple- 


ments of modern warfare wor« used by tin- 
besiegers, but the "rock" proved iniprcgua- 
Mo. Capt. DrinlnTater, of the British army, 
is authority for statingthat 1,000 guns worn 
brought to bear by tho allies, and that in the 
outer harbor wero anchored forty-seven ships 
t,f the line, carrying the ensigns of Franco 
and Spain. 


British troops may ndvor again be called 


upon to hold Gibraltar as they did in J7.S3, 
hut the garrison of to-day is ever prepared to 
defend the famous ''rock" against the- armies 
iuul lleets of the 
world. —San I'l'imciscu

A few miles south of the mountains is a 


station 0:1 tbc railroad known as "Seven Hun. 
dred Ranch,11 It hasn ratber interesting his- 
tory. A short time back a number of tho 
citizens of tbo nation, wealthy cattlemen, 
mot here in a tent to play o game of poker. 
There were six in tbo party, and tho ante wn*
